E. Barnard, federal food

trator for Indiana. Dr. Barnard is 
authorized to make an inquiry into 
butter situation during the week of 
September 23rd 
September 28th, 


to see-Jhat the official rules and-re- 
gulations are/not being violated. 


The Washington statement is 
to 


effect that the government has com- 
mandeered 60 percent of all the but- 
ter held in storage in the country for 
the use of its armed forces. 


"This action creates an appear- 


ance of, if-not 
au^ actual butter 


shortage," the blllletiii adds, "which 
has a tendency to advance prices, in 
fact 'the temptation -is very 
strong 


to advance prices in violation of the 
rules and regulations of this admin- 
istration, under which all butter must 
be sold.'-" 


Dr. Barnard is urged to devote his 


entire "Iforce of inspectors to the in- 
ves'tigntion. which is 
nation-wide. 


The federal food ndminis'tr'ation asks 
that wholesalers, commission mer- 
chants 'and retailers be checked "to 
see that the maximum margins of 
profit designated are not exceeded." 


It is the purpose of the federal 


administration to investigate whole- 
salers, commission merchants 
and 


brokers, to ascertain costs, examine 
sales records, and resales within the 
trade to determined whether 
profi- 


teering: exists, where and to what ex- 
tent.
